The trouble between the mining companies 
and the miners at the Braidwood, III., mining 
fields, has attracted considerable public attention 
during the past fortoight. 

: A MINING TOWN. 

Braidwood is situated on the line of the 
Chicago & Alton Railroad, four miles south of 
Wilmington, and twenty miles south of Joliet. 
The settlement, although hardly more than a 
dozen years old, is quite populous and decidedly 
thriving. The town boasts of 6,000 inhabitants, 
mostly miners and their families, and is, 
in some respects, superior in appearance 
and liveliness to many places of the same 
size.in this State. Braidwood lies upon a 
vast prairie, and is scattered over a large 
ares; but the main street presents a solid 
aspect, and shows that the people have come 
there to stay. The vegetation of the district, as 
is the case in all mining localities, is sickly, and 
the soil very poor.

THE CONTRACT AND STRIKE. 

Since the panic of last fall, matters have not 
been sailing as smoothly as of yore with the 
good folks of the Braidwood ocoal-fields. 
The proprietors of the mines have 
been complaining of small profits, and 
last November the King shaft,” a small 
independent concern, made a slight reduction in 
the rates of pay, which the miners agreed to. 
The other Companies did not see fit to make any 
proposition of the kind at that period, especially 
as their contract with each individual miner was 


made out for the year, between the first day of 
June, 1873, and the first day of the same month 
this year. The terms of contract were as 
follows:

THE REDUCTION IN WAGES. 

On May 31 the proprietors of the mines 
caused to be posted on the “ pit-heads” notices 
to all the mibers that on the contract to be 
signed next day for the ensuing year there 
would be a change of rates, and that all employ- 
es who would not comply with the terme were 
to seek employment elsewhere. The new scale 
of prices, which caused all the commotion, was 
arranged on the foliowi basis: On and after 
Jure 1, 1874 to une 1. 1875 the 
price paid for mining sbould be re- 
duced from $1.25 to $1.10 per ton; and the 
price paid for ** pushing” the coal from the face 
of the mine to the bottom of the shaft should 
be the first 100 yards for nothing. and for

The ‘companies operating at Braidwood are 
known as the Chicago, Wilmington & Vermillion, 
the Wilmington Star, and the Wilmington Coal 
Mining and Manufactoring, or Diamond Com- 
pany. The three mines, when in full working 
order, employ about 1,600 miners, made up 
mostly from the natives of Europe, the American 
element being in a mall minority. 

THE PRINCIPAL NATIONALITIES 
represerited are the Scotcn, English, Trish. 
Welsh, French. Belgian, and Bohemian. There 
are afew Germans, principally from Bavaria 
and Baden, anda very small element lay claim 
to Russia and Poland. The Town of Braidwood

Mr. Israel T. Hatch, of Buffalo, has written a 
letter against the proposed new Reciprocity 
Treaty on the ground that one of its provisions 
requires that the Canadian canals shail be en- 
larged and placed at our service within three 
years. This, Mr. Hatch thinks, is a part of a 
crafty scheme of Great Britain to get control of 
the trade of the Northwest. The diabolical 
spirit displayed by Great Britain in her attempt 
to monopolize the trade of the world should be 
frustrated by this country as far as possible. 
Mr. Hatch does not exactly suggest that a clause 
be inserted in the treaty prohibiting Canada from 
enlarging her canals within three years, or any 
other time, but it is obvious that such a stipula- 
tion would meet his chief objection. Unfortu- 
nately, Canada is the mistress of her own canals, 
and if she chooses to gratify her diabolicad tastes 
by enlarging them, and offering cheaper trans- 
portation to the products of the West, tere is 
no way to prevent her from doing s0, even 
though the present treaty should be sent to the 
bow-wows. We confesa that Mr. Hatch has 
raised an objection to the treaty that has not 
been dreamt of in our philosophy.

Sermons by Prof, Swing, the Rev. M. J. Savage, 
and the Rev. C. L. Thompson, are publishea in 
Tue Tarpunz this morning. Prof. Swing spoke 
of Christ's Kingdom. He believed the idea of 
this Kingdom which prevailed in the early history 
of the Church was erroneous and wicked. The 
past now comes to us with confessions of cruelty. 
It tells us that the Kingdom of Jesus is not like 
the Kingdoms of this world; that it excludes 
the idea of force, and is marked in 
all its outlines by the greatness of 
God.

Returns from the County Conventions in Iowa

THE BRAIDWOOD STRIKE. 


That 1,600 men, most of them with families 


dependent on them and forming a community 
of themselves, should voluntarily suspend work 
for an indefinite period in times like these, is a 
case sufficiently striking to warrant the attention 
of the public. This is the condition of things at 
Braidwood, a mining town near Wilmington, III., 
which a Tripunz reporter, after a special 
investigation, describes at length in this 
morning’s paper. Braidwood is the home 
of the miners who take out what is known 
in this market as the Wilmington coal. The 
mines are owned by three companies,—the 
Chicago & Wilmington, the Diamond, and the 
Star. The first-named is the largest institution 
of the three, but together the compapies work 
about 1,600 men, who have built up a town of 
their own at Braidwood. It is the cugtom of 
these companies to make a contract with the 
miners on the first of every June, fixing 
the price per ton which the miners 
are to receive the ensuing year 
for taking out the Coal At the 
last of May, the compafiies gave notice that 
there would. be a change in prices. They had 
been paying $1.25 a ton for mining, with an al- 


lowance of 4 cents a ton for pushing for every | 


fifty yards after the first fifty, yards. 
The new terms proposed by jhe com- 
panies were $1.10 per ton for mining, and 6 
cents a ton for pushing for every one hundred 
yards after the first one hundred yards, for 
which nothing was to be paid. The companies 
claim that this change would lower the total cost of 
mining their coal from $1.50 per ton to 61.80 
perton. The miners claim that it would reduce 
their wages sbout-25 cents per ton. The com- 
panies claim that they cannot afford to pay more. 
than they offer, and had better suspend work 
than to run ata loss. The miners claim that 
they caunot live at the rates proposed, and had 
better not work at all than to work at these 
prices. And here is the dead-lock. 

The difference between the companies and the 
miners relates to the pushing of the cars in the 
mine and the keeping of the roadways clear. 
The difference is not readily understood by an 


outsider, but is not essential to an understand- | 
ing of the main issue. The miners offered to | 


take out the coal at $1.05 a ton. or 6 cents less 
than the companies proposed, if the old rates 
for pushing and keeping the roadways clear were 
retained. They ate now willing to take out the 
coal for $1 a ton in the clear, the com- 
panies to do the pushing, etc. But the 
companies decline to consider any of 
these propositions or, in fact, to compromise on 
any other basis than the terms they have pro- 
posed. In this respect the miners have certainly 
shown «@ fairer disposition than the owners. 
They have offered to compromise on a graduated 
scale of prices, proportionate to the price of 
coal. This proposition is declined by the com- 
panies on the ground that they sell the bulk of 
their coal to the railroads and other large cus- 
tomers on contracts of long standing, and that it 
would be ruinous to them tobe governed in 
what they pay for mining by tlie retail price 
of coal, But the companies seem to be most at 
fault ia their rejection of a settlement by arbi- 
tration, to which the miners are ready to agree. 
McLaugalin, the President of the Miners’ 
Union at Braidwood, says thas he is opposed to 
strikes, but that, in this case, there was no 
alternative if the miners hoped to earn living 
wages. If the miners are convinced of this, the 
case is certainly one for arbitration; and 
as they cannot hope to control the re- 
sult of an arbitration in their favor 
if they do not deserve a verdict, it is difficult to 
perceive how the companies: can fairly decline 
this offer, except on the ground that the mines 
belong to them, and they will keep them in opera- 
tion or not, as they see fit. 

Probably the true explanation of the dead-lock 
at Braidwood is, that both the owners and the 


miners are well prepared to hold out, and can 


afford to indulge in the luxury of a stoppage. 
Some persons believe that the suspension of 
work is a scheme of the Wilmington Com- 
pany to gain control of the two smail- 
er concerns, but it is more likely 
that there isa radical difference between the 
owners and miners as to what the former can af- 
ford to pay, and that it will not be settled until 
one side or the other feels a harder pressure than 
now. These mines have been worked for several 
years without serious interruption, and the miners 
are consequently in a better condition than such 
communities generally are. Large numbers own 
their homesteads and have laidup money. They 
are as a class sober and industrious, and live to- 
gether amicably. They are, therefore, prepared 
to survive the suspension of work for some 
time to come. On the other hand, the 
companies have a large amount of coal mined, 
and are hopeful of securing men to work at their 
own terms, so that they are disinclined to give 
way. So far there bas been no disturbance at 
Braidwood. The companies have taken down 
about 100 new men to go to work, but all of 
these, with twoor three exceptions, have gone 
away, refusing to work whenthey heard the 
miners’ explanation of the §situation,— 
the Miners’ Union paying the expenses 
of the new-comers to their homes. At 
present there is no indication that tlie 
miners will use force to drive off the men 
the companies may employ. They are certainly 
inclined to be peaceable. But who can teli what 
time and want may bring forth? Here are 1,600 
miners living off one another and from what 
they have saved. This cannot be kept up very 
long. When their money is gone, when the 
supply stores refuse credit, and when hunger 
comes, there may be a different scene presented 
at this now peaceful community. It is to 
be hoped that effectual measures may 
‘be found to avert violence at all events. If the 
companies refuse arbitration now they will not 
be entitled to appeal to arbitration hereafter. 
And while the public peace must be preserved at 


tral, and the Michigan Central Railroads, we have 
been able to make up s more compre- 
hensive review of the crop prospects than 
has yet been presented. The result 
of the investigation is very satisfactory, and 
warrants the prediction that there will be an 
unusually large yield in all grains unless it be in 
oats, The most notable increase is in corn. The 
farmers seem to have forgotteu the tacit agree- 
ment which was promulgated last year, viz: to 
secure good prices for their corn by planting 
less of it. If not this, then they have more 
confidence in the transportation reforms 
than they had at that time, and indeed 
there have beer events which warrant a more 
hopeful outlook. It is also evident that many 
of the farmers are giving more attention to 
stock-raising than ever before, which would ac- 
count in part for the increase in the amount of 
corn planted. In a few sections, the corn is 
backward, but everywhere it seems to be of 
good size and color, and the crop will show a 
arge increase. The wheat crop is reported as bo- 
jing fully up to the average. It would probably 
have exceeded the average if the spring wheat 
had done as well as the winter wheat. Thedrought, 
which lasted many weeks in some sections, 
seriously damaged the latter, and the chinch- 
bug has been making ravages in certain locali- 
ties. The on ly falling-off seems to be in oats. 


In some sections there was less planted than 


usual, andthe drought in the early season injured 
the crop. Of the other crops, rye and barley 
are reported as of about the usual yield; the grass 
generally fe heavy, and promises a large 
stock of hay; the potatoes have been some hat 
injured by the bug; the broom-corn ig doing 
well; fruits are plenty in all sections; and Iowa 
is raising flax in proportions far beyond any for- 
mer season. The amount of acreage planted in 
Iowa shows a remarkable increase. It varies 
from the same amount last year to three times 
that amount, in different counties, but the aver- 
age amount of wheat and corn planted in 
Iowa is probably 25 per cent larger than 
that of last year, while that of oats is 
10 per cent more. The reports from along 
the line of the Illinois Central Railroad in this 
State show an increase over last year of all 
grains sown of as much as 30 percent. Alto- 
gether, there will be no reason to complain of 
the crops in any section of Illinois or Iowa, and 
the harvest will be an early one. There is also 
evidence of a plenty of money in the banks to 
move these crops when the time comes. 


THE TAX CASES. 

Under the Revenue law of 1872, the State 
Board of Equalization made an assessment or 
valuation of the capital stock of all the private 
corporations in the State of LTlinois. They 
reached the valuation of this capital stock by the 
following process: They took the par value 
when it was not quoted, or, when it was quoted 
above par, the current market value, and to this 
added the amount of debts, if any, due from 
the corporation. From this they deducted the 
assessed value of the tangible property of the 
company, and the inder was certified to the 
Auditor as the taxable value of the capital 
stock and franchise of the company. Against 
this proceeding there were a great many in- 
junctions asked by corporations, on the ground 
that the taxation of the capital stock, and also of 
the tangible property of the company, was in 


the nature of double taxation, and that this in- 


justice and inequality was further aggravated by 
the addition of the amount of debts to the value 
of the capital stock as part thereof. It was also 
objected that the capital stock was not owned by 
the corporations, but by individuals residing in 
all parts of Christendom, and hence that the 
companies were taxed upon something which 
they do not possess. Another class of corpora- 
tions taxed were those incorporated in other 
States and doing business here. The Board of 
Equalization undertook to apportion the capital 
stock of these companies to the business 
done in this State, and to assess them ac- 
cordingly. The Supreme Court of IIlinois, 
after hearing arguments in all the cases, em- 
bracing every variety of corporation, have ren- 
dered decisions in two cases, one covering home 
corporations and the other of foreign oorpora- 
tious. 

In the case of the Rockford & Rock Island 
Railroad Company, chartered by the State of 
Lijimois, the Court substantially declare that the 
Revenue law, like all other statutes, must be con- 
strued so that the whole shall stand, and when- 
ever an act of the Legislature can be s0 con- 
atrued and applied as to avoid a conflict with the 
Constitution and give it the force of law, 
such construction must be adopted. Had 
the Legislature power to require the capital 
stock, including the franchise of corporations, 
to be assessed for purposes of taxation? The 
power of taxation is vested in the Legislature, 
whose power is plenary, except so far as 
restricted by the Constitution of the United 
States and of the State. It is clear, the Court 
say, that the franchise of a corporation is 
property, and a proper object of taxation. It 
has even been held to be liable to be condemned 
for public use, under the right of eminent do- 
main. Owing to the peculiar nature of such 
property, it mav be difficult to ascertain its 
actual value, and gross injustice may be done, 
but a law cannot be held to be unconstitutional 
merely because its provisions are unjust. Fran- 
chises and credits are both intangible, but it has 
been the practice in this State, sustained by the 
Courts for years, to tax credits. In the case of 
this corporation, its franchise is mortgaged to 
its creditors, and. if it have a valae sufficiently 
definite to be mortgaged, it must be susceptible 
of assessment for taxation. 

Under the Constitution of the State of Illinois 
it is left entirely to the Legislature to determine 
whether corporations shall be taxed (1) only on 
their tangible property, (Y on the amount of 
their capital paid in, (3) on the amount of their 
gross receipts, or (4) on the value of their tan- 
gible property and on the fair cash value of their 
capital stock, including franchises, over and above 
the assessed value of their tangible property. In 
the case of the Illinois Central Railroad, the 
commatation of taxes with that Company was 
sustained by the Court, on the basis that the 
Legislature had power to apply a different rule to 
corporations from that applied to individuals in 
levying taxes. 

The Court hold that under the Revenue law 
of 1872 the capital stock and franchises of all 
companies chartered under the laws of this 


the declares that assessments shall 
be made by such persons appointed for that pur- 
pose as the Legislature may determine. This 
Board was provided for that purpose, and duly 
authorized by the Legislature to make this 
assessment. That Board was also fully author- 
ized to make rules for its own government 
in the discharge of its duties. The Court say 
that there is a seeming injustice in tax- 
ing corporations which are largely indebted, 
and whose earnings are insufficient to pay the 
interest on their debts, to the full value of their 
property and privileges without regard to their 
debts, but it has never been the policy to dia- 
criminate in favor of individuals on this account, 
‘anda claim for exemption cannot be made by a 
corporation when a like claim may not be made 
by an individual. The weakest point in the de- 
cision, as it seems to us, is that which justifies 
the adding of debts to capital stock for pur- 
poses of taxation, instead of subtracting the 
same. We give this in the words of the Court: 
The mode of valustion adopted by the Board of 
Equalization assumes: 1. That the value of the aggre- 
gate shares of capital stock is equal to the value of all 
the property, including the franchise, belonging to the 
corporations where it is not indebted; 2. That, where 
the corporation is indebted, the indebtedness propor- 
tionately reduces the value of the shares of capital 
stock ; 3. That the value of the debt is determined by 
the value of that belonging to the corporation from 
which its payment can be enforced, so that, however 
great the nominal amount of the debt, its actual value 
can never exceed that sum. To illustrate: Where « 


| corporation is free from debt, and the aggregate value 


aggregate value of its shares of stock to $100,000, But, 
as the law does not exempt corporations or individ- 
uals from the payment of taxes on account of indebt- 
edness, it would not be accurate to tax the corporation 
at this amount, because to do so would be to exempt 
u to the extent of its indebtedness. To ascertain, 
therefore, what would bethe aggregate value of its 


| shares of stock, if the corporation were free from 


debt, it is necessary to add to the value of the shares 
of stock, If the corporation, in the given case, is in- 
debted $150,000, the shares of stock will be worth 
nothing; but the value of the debt will be $150,000, 
which is the vaiue of that from which its payment can 
be enforced ; and so, if the corporation is indebted in 
any greater sum, the value of the debt will still be 


only $150,000, | 
The Court hold that while the value of stocks. 


may fluctuate, and be at times quoted beyond 
their real value, it is lawful to assess them for 
taxation at their current value. The mode 
adopted by the Board is held to be constitution- 


7 al, and, while there may be injustice done, the 


Court has no power to revise it. However much 
the Court may thins the Board erred in ite valu- 
ation, no power is Men the Court to arrest the 
collection of the tax merely on that account, 


The Supreme Court of this State has repeatedly . 


affirmed that a court of equity will never en- 
tertain a bill to restrain the collection of a tax 
excepting in cases where the tax is unauthorized 
by law, or where it is assessed upon property not 
subject to taxation, or in cases in which proper- 
ty has been frauduently assessed too high. 

In the case of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, incorporated by the laws of New 
York, the Court hold that it is in fact and theory 
a-foreign corporation. While there is no doubt 
of the power of the Legislature to impose taxa- 
tion on such corporations to whatever extent it 
may in its discretion choose as a condition of 
doing business in this State, it does not appear 
that the Board of Equalization was authorized 
to assess its capital stock, under the law of 1872. 
The law of 1872, providing for the assessment 
upon the value of capital stock of corporations, 
confines its provisions to those companies 
created by or under the laws of this State, 
and therefore the tax on the capital stock 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company and 
other foreign corporations is perpetually en- 
joined. * 

In the case of Mr. Adsit, banker, of this city, 
the decision, however proper, is carious, Mr. 
Adsit, in his return of taxable property, listed 
some $40,000 of greenbacks, which were 
assessed at their face value by the local Assessor ; 
the State Board of Equalization arbitrarily added 
68 per cent to the assessed value of all the per- 
sonal property in Cook County. Mr. Adsit, there- 
fore, was taxed at the assessed value of $1.68 for 
every dollar of greenbacks possessed by him. 
The Court im this case say that Mr. Adsit failing 
to appear before the local Board and have the 
assessment equitably adjusted, and there being 
no fraud alleged in the assessment, the Oourt 
cannot enjoin the collection of the tax. 

The practical effects of the tax laws as inter- 
preted by the Court would seem to be these: (1) 
That all corporations which can do business under

The Water Improvements Under the 
| Propesed Treaty with Canada. 
New Tonk, June 21.—The Tribune to-mor- 
row publishes the full text of the Canadian Re- 
ciprocity Treaty. The following is the portion

„It is agreed that the Canadian canals on the

The Murderer Evans Lynched in 
Greene County, III. 


Attempts to Wreck Trains Near Green- 
wich, Conn. 


Attempt to Wreck Twe RHailroad 
‘Trains. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
New Yorx, June 21.—Two fiendish attempts 
to wreck a train on the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad were made last Friday night 
near Greenwich, Conn. The place chosen for 


long, midway between Greenwich and the long 
trestle bridge at Cos Cob. It crosses one of the 
many arms of Long Island Sound which indent 
the coast in that vicinity, and is about 25 feet 
above the water. The water is very deep, even 
at low tide, and the shores nea: the bridge 
are strewn with jagged rocks. If either train 
bad left the track, it would have broken through 
the frail framework of the bridge and been dash- 
ed to pieces on the boulders or submerged in the 


water. 
The first attempt was made on the Boston ex- 
press mail, which leaves the Grand Central De- 
— 1 8:10 p. m., and passes Greenwich an hour 
On reaching the bridge above mentioned, 
THE ENGINE STRUCK SOME OBSTACLE 
which made it rock violently, but did not lessen 
its speed. The engineer supposed it was some- 
thing which bad come on the track by chance, 
and therefore merely reported the occurrei ce at 
Stamford, the first station of umporiance beyond 
the bridge. 
The second attempt was made on the Boston 
express, which leaves the Grand Ceutral Depot 
at 9:10 p. m., and reaches Greenwich about 10:10 
o’clock. This was near being successful. As 
this train entered the bridge, engineer saw on 
the woes a few engine-lengths ahead, some 
large boulders, and before he could grasp the 
throttle valve lever the engine struck them so 
squarely that, instead of jumping the track, it 
was instantly. stopped. yond a few siight 
bruises to heads, caused by the shock, none of 
the passengers were injured. The pilot of the 
engine was smashed to bits, and some of the 
front work was broken. One stone was hurled 
through the side of the bridge, breaking several 
stanchions. The rost, two in number, were sent 
like shots straight alone the track, 
RENDING TIES AND HAGGLING TIMBERS, 
but at length they rolled to the.timbers below 
out of the way. The fireman saw a man run- 
ning in the woods near by, and chased him, but 
the fellow eluded pursuit in tne darkness. 
The theory is thas two tramps who were eject- 
ed from a freight train where they were taking a 
free ride, tried out of revenge to 
damaged the Company’s property by obstructing 
the track. Two tramps, nam ham Smith 
and John Ragan, were arrested in Stamford 
yesterday, and sent to New Haven. Ragan 
answers the description the firema.a gave of the 
man he chased. They teli contradictory stories 
ol themselves, but deny complicity m the mat- 
ter. Conviction under circumstances is next 
to impossible.

CARROLLTON, III., June 21.— o-da has-been 
one of great excitement in Greene County. A 
mob of about forty masked men visited the 
County Jail in this city, about 2 o’clock this 
morning, and pretended they had aman under 
arrest for murder, whom they desired to impris- 
op. Tne jailer then. opened his doors, when 
about ten of the number rushed in, and, while 
one portion held tue jailer at bay, the other 
took the keys aod went to the cell of Ulark 
Evans, the prisoner who had made a 
confession to tbe murder of Farmer 
John Halbirt, on the 30th of April last, at 
his house, five miles west of here. They cut his 
chains loose and hurried him into one of their 
wagons in waiting. | Before the alarm was given 
they had clenred the citv, and the authorities 
did not so much as know in what direction they 
went. About 7 o’cigck the word came in that a 
man was hung, or found hanging. near the Town 
of New Providence, and it was soon ascertained 
to be the culprit, Evans. Under tae direction 
of the Sheriff, an inquest was held, witnessed 
- a vers „ number of persons, 
who had gathered there from ail directions, 
and the verdict was given in accordance with the 
facts elicited from the testimony of the jailer. 
While the excitement continues to be very great, 
it would seem that but few deprecate the action 
one of the best planned, 
aud most quickly executed affairs on record. In 
their haste to get out, however, the mob broke 
down one of their bugzies and left it within a 
block of the jail. Unless this circumstance 
should reveal some of the aetors, their identifi- 
cation by the authorities will probably never be 
made. Thus ends the sad ‘story of this young 
man, who was guilty of many crimes, by his own 
confession.

1870—1874. 

History repeats itself curiously in base-ball 
matters. The Chicago Club is just now passing 
through an experience precisely similar to that 
of tbe firs’, professional nine in 1670. It was 
then belic ved that we had a crack nine, the best 
m America, and in the beginning of the season 
it really appeared that this estimate was not far 
out of the way; but, later on, dissensions among 
the players, bad habits, and excesses of all sorts, 
demoralized the nine. The lost ground, how- 
ever, was recovered before the season was over, 
though it is to this day a matter of wonderment 
that so many games were won by the Chicago 
Club. The first game of the White Stocking nine 

ainst a professional club, was that with the 

‘orest Citys, of Cleveland, at Dexter Park, June 
J, 1870. The home nine consrsted of Pinkham,

To the Editor of The Chicage Tribune: 

Sin: I see your correspondent “Rural” is 
rather severe on the idea of establishing a Fine- 
Art Gallery at the Industrial University, in this 
city. A person unacquainted with the facts 
would suppose the Trustees had made ap appro- 
priation for the purpose. This is not so. The 
funds—some $3,000—were raised by private sub- 
scription in Champaign and Urbana; and Dr. 
Gregory goes to Europe, at his own expense, to 
complete the selection. | 

Some of our citizens are about to request 
the Trustees to organize an annual competitive 
trial of farmivg-implements on the University 
Farm. In this, I presume, Rural will assist. 

There is now tae finest corn-crop growing in 
this part of the State ever known; it is a splen- 
did sight. The oats, however, spring wheat, 
and glass, will be not to exceed half a crop, on 
account of the dry weather. 

I passed through Southern Indiana a few days 
ago, and was surprised to fiud the country suf- 
ht. The ures are ail 
dried up, and the oata will be a total failure. I 
learned from others that the same is true of 
Southern Ohio and Lilinois. The corn in South- 
ern Indiana was hardly up the first week in 
June; andy it was the general opinion that. un- 
less rain came soon, cors could not make a 
crop. The soil of Southern Ohio, Indiana, and 
Illinois, is very similar, —a white, or light-buff 
clay; and with a drought of ten months, 
it looks as though corn oats could not come 
to anything this year. Wiuter wheat, however, 
looked me and will be an average crop. 

The timber of Southern Indiana is very fine, 
and is now coming to be valuable.
